astronomers, there is 
some indications of earthquakes about 
the twelfth, that is in parts of tjie- 
country subject to earthquakes. A 
reactionary storm period runs through 
fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth inclu¬ 
sive. The^faatures figuring in this 
period is moon at perigee on the 
twelfth and full the thirteenth: in 
conjunction with Saturn fourteenth 
within 64 seconds of Jupiter the fif¬ 
teenth and the influence of the vernal 
equinox will become more prominent 
as we near the twenty-first. If it is 
a clear sky the night of the fifteenth 
look for the conjunction of Jupiter and 
moon. With the naked eye Jupiter 
will appear very near the edge of the 
moon. 

During this period look for cloudy 
snowy weather, because of the influ¬ 
ence of Mercury for he is the God of 
cloudy, murkey weather. 

The fourth storm period includes 
twentieth, twenty-first, twenty-second, 
twenty-third. Moon is in conjunction 
with Mars the nineteenth and at south 
declination, on the twentieth, that is 
18 degrees south of the equator. She 
will be moving south from the thir¬ 
teenth to the twentieth, and the moon 
and the sun will have a combined pull 
on the atmosphere, and this too at the 
vernal equinox, and they together will 
be likely to create a disturbance in 
weather conditions. A Vulcan center 
falls on the twenty-first (the equinox 
date), and on the twenty-second the 
sun enters Aries, and spring begins, 
(technically). It is to be hoped that 
the worst storms of the month will 
have passed, but we should be prepar¬ 
ed for every emergency. 

The last storm date is reactionary, 
running through tweny-sixth, twenty-

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FAIRS MUST MAKE GOOD 


At the recent convention of the Al¬ 
berta Fairs’ Association at Edmonton 
an important point was raised. TMp 
was the elimination of some of tne 
poorer fairs in the province. No ac¬ 
tion along this line was taken, but 
the point was raised and constitutes a 
notice to the agricultural societies, 
that they must make good with 
their fair or they stand in danger of 
having it cancelled. . 

This question is not a new one. It 
has been under advisement for several 
years, but the government has been 
well advised in contributing assistance 
to these struggling fairs. They have 
done much to help the people through 
the hard period of pioneering. They 
have strengthened the morale of the 
people of the rural communities, and 
in a social, as well as agricultural 
way, have contributed much to the 
progress and well-being of these com¬ 
munities. 

But the time has arrived when the 
government must establish a policy 
with respect to agricultural fairs. 
They are yearly becoming more 
numerous, thus adding additional 
drain on the public'funds. The ad¬ 
dresses of government officials at the 
convention, including those of the 
premier and the minister of agricul¬ 
ture, were characterized by one word 
—Economy. 

Our fairs must be made so vital a 
factor that the government cannot in 
reason abolish any of them. They 
must make good. They must pay, not 
only in a social and educational way, 
but in dollars and cents. This can be

As to the part which pro¬ 
hibition has played in helping to make 
criminals by breeding disrespect for 
law, there is likely to be difference of 
opinion. Advocates of prohibition are 
not likely to admit that it has been a 
cause of crime, and among independ¬ 
ent observers there is no unanimity. 
Governor Miller of New York, it may 
be presumed, is not a prohibitionist. 

Commerce and Finance: Henry Ford 
is now said to be not only the richest 
man in the United States, but the first 
American billionaire. Seventeen years 
ago, he tells us, he and his wife were 
tramping the streets of Detroit for 
their Thanksgiving chicken and none 
of the stores would trust them for the 
price. Mr. Ford is not regarded as 
knowing very much of the laws of 
economics or the nature of wealth, so 
that he affords another illustration of 
the fact that one may with high effi¬ 
ciency apply to its -use the inexorable 
working laws of economics while un¬ 
derstanding little or nothjpg of their 
nature and content. Whenever Mr. 
Ford makes a contribution to social or 
economic thought it is apt to be laugh¬ 
ed at. His peace trip in 1916 was the 
ghastly irony of a schoolboy playing 
with the elemental forces. His Jew- 
baiting propaganda would have been 
shocking had it not been silly. His 
libel suit against the Chicago Tribune 
was a joke, and his theory of currency 
is laughed at by economists. Never¬ 
theless, he has built up one of the 
greatest businesses in tbe world. He 
has a payroll of $600,000 a day; he 
spends $760,000 a day for materials 
and carries a cash balance of $140.- 
000,000 in the bank. He has been the 
confident and intimate of such divers 
personalities as Mr. Edison and the 
late John Burroughs and was strongly 
recommended by President Wilson for 
the United States Senate. We extend 
to Mr. Ford our best wishes for his 
continued health and prosperity. With 
all his queer venturing* into varying 
fields of human thought, he seems 
moved by a sincere regard for his fel- 
Jow men, and his vast fortune may yet 
be the means of promoting In hitherto 
undiscovered ways the welfare of 
mankind. 


When anybody wants to know what 
kind of a place a distant town is he 
sends for a copy of the local news¬ 
paper.
